— The 
suppressed news reel picture of 
Chicago’s Memorial day “massacre” 
was given its first public exhibition 
today, when it was placed in evi- 
dence before the La Follette Civil 
Liberties Committee of the Senate, 
investigating violations of citizens’ 
liberties and the rights of organized 
labor. 

The film has been a subject of 
national and international curiosity 
since the Post-Dispatch published 
an exclusive description of it more 
than two weeks ago. Long before 
the hour scheduled for its exhibi- 
tion today, the big marble caucus 
hall of the Senate office building 
was jammed with spectators, many 
of them Senators and Representa- 
tives. 

The film, as readers of this news- 
paper know, portrays the bloody 
episode in which 10 persons were 
killed and more than 60 wounded, 
when police smashed an effort of 
steel strike demonstrators to parade 
past the South Chicago plant of 
the Republic Steel Corporation, 
Tom Girdler’s company. 

Gap of Seconds Only. 

Before showing the picture, the 
Committee heard from Orlando Lip- 
pert, the Paramount camera man 
who made it. This testimony serv- 
ed to clear up an important point 
which has been in dispute. 

Apologists for the police, includ- 
ing Senator Bailey (Dem.) of North 
Carolina, and the Chicago Tri- 
bune, have repeatedly hinted that 
between the sequences showing the 
peaceful colloquy between marchers 
and police, and those showing the 
police attacking the marchers with 
clubs, gas and pistol fire, a hiatus 
of several minutes occurred, and 
that during this blank space in the 
film, the marchers attacked the po- 
lice with clubs, knives, meat hooks, 
bricks and pistols.

In the trials 46 defendants have 
been convicted of frauds at the 
last November election. More than 
00 others have been indicted. 

The grand jury’s letter said Pen- 
dergast was reported to have told 
a bonding company “he would back 
the defense for any amount of 
money required.” 

It stated that Pendergast’s 
nephew, now actively in charge of 
the organization, had “directed and 
solicited” the attorneys participat- 
ing in the defense which, to date, 
has not won a single acquittal. 

The letter stated that James Pen- 
dergast’s expressed motive was the 


“distress he felt” for the defend- 
ant sand their “probable inability 
to employ attorneys for theme- 
selves.” 

It said Thomas McGee and son 
“had been assured by one Thomas 
J. Pendergast that he would ad- 
vance any further funds necessary 
to secure surety in addition to that 
already offered by James Pender- 
gast.” 

McGee was among witnesses 
called before the grand jury to in- 
vestigate bonding of defendants 
after Judge Otis had urged the 
jurors to investigate that angle. 

Judge Otis earlier today denied 
new trials to two women and three 
men in the vote fraud cases. 

Accusing all defendants of util~ 
mately aiming to “steal the election 
for all candidates on the Demo- 
cratic ticket,” Judge Otis made spe- 
cial reference to Joseph Maher, a 
precinct captain in the Pndergast 
Democratic organization. Maher 
received the heaviest sentence, five 
years. 

Judge Otis denounced the con- 
spirators at the November elction 
as “completely un-Amrican as the 
Ku Klux Klansmen.” 


SENATE PASSES BANKHEAD 
FARM OWNERSHIP BILL 


Votes to Authorize $85,000,000 Exe 
penditure to Enable Tenants 
to Buy Homes.

WASHINGTON, July 2. — The 
Senate approved today the Bank- 
head bill authorizing $85,000,000 in 
Federal expenditures during the 
next three years to help tenants 
and sharecroppers become farm 
owners. 

The Senate substituted the pro- 
posal of Senator Bankhead (Dem.), 
Alabama, to set up a Federal land 
buying and selling agency, for the 
$85,000,000 direct loan measure 
which the House passed Tuesday. 

The Bankhead bill calls for a 
$10,000,000 appropriation this year, 
$25,000,000 in 1939, and $50,000,000 in 
1940 to finance operations of Farm- 
ers’ Home Corporation. The House 
voted for loans direct to tenants 
to finance purchase of farms.

ample protection,” 

Sheet & Tube employs 7000 at 
Indiana Harbor, Ind., and 700 at 
South Chicago. 

Purnell reaffirmed his company’s 
willingness to negotiate with any 
labor organization but restated his 
opposition to signing a contract 
with the C I O or the Steel Work- 
ers’ Organizing Committee. 

The letter was sent, Purnell said, 
to clarify the company’s position 
in the light of cessation of the 
S W O C strike at plants of the 
Inland Steel Co. in Indiana Harbor. 


Inland Plant at South Chicago in 
Partial Operation. 

EAST CHICAGO, Ind., July 2. — 
Production was resumed on a cur- 
tailed basis at the South Chicago 
(Ill.) plant of the Inland Steel Co. 
yesterday. Police Sergeant John 
Cannon said approximately 200 

“men were moved into the plant by 
boat and in Pullman cars, but 
strike leaders. said the number did 
not exceed 60. The plant normally 
employs 2000. 

About 100 pickets were on duty at 
the Youngstown plant in Indiana 
Harbor. There was a rush for jobs 
yesterday by scores of workers who 
were under the impression the 
Inland peace pact included the 
Youngstown company. Today the 
plant entrances were deserted. 
Pickets spent their time playing 
cards and pitching horse shoes. 

Flames from Inland’s furnaces 
lighted the skies of the industrial 
area last night for the first time 
since May 26. A full force was on 
the night and early day shifts as 
well as on the day shift. Execu- 
tives said all of the 12,500 em- 
ployes would be at work next week. 

Republic Steel Co., the other in- 
dependent firm in the region, main- 
tained partial production at South 
Chicago, scene of the Memorial day 
killing of strikers. A spokesman 
said 1500 out of a normal crew 
of 2200 were on the job. 

Gov. Townsend’s Comment. 
Commenting on the Inland agree- 
ment, Gov. Townsend said: 

“Neither side won. Neither got 
everything it wanted but I think 
it’s a good settlement and fair to 
both.” 

Hutson reported to him, the Gov- 
ernor said, that officers of the 
Youngstown company’s East Chi- 
cago plant had left for the com- 
pany’s main offices at Youngstown 
to submit the plan to higher execu-

The Inland agreement provided 
for the steel workers’ return with-

WASHINGTON, July 2.-- Support 
for John L. Lewis and his striking 
steel workers came last night from 
Secretary of Labor Perkins and her 


Federal Mediation Board. 

The mediation board, which dis- 
banded after it failed to settle the 
steel strike, declared in a report 
to the Labor Department chief: 

“We believe that the refusal of 
the four companies to enter into 
any agreement with the SWOC 
(steel workers’ organizing commit- 
tee) regardless of the number of 
employes whom it actually repre- 
sents, which could be demonstrat- 
‘ed by a secret ballot election, is not 
the way to industrial peace.” 

(The board prepared its report 
before the Inland Steel Co., one of 
the four involved, entered into an 
agreement with Gov. Clifford 
Townsend ending its strike. The 
other companies to which it refer- 
red are the Republic and Bethle- 
hem Steel companies and _ the 
Youngstown hSeet and Tube Co.) 


Miss Perkins Defends CIO. 


At a press conference where she 
made public the board’s report, Miss 
Perkins defended the leadership of 
Lewis’ Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization, which Tom Girdler, Re- 
public Steel president, repeatedly 
has called irresponsible. 

The United Mine Workers and 
the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers, both members of the CIO, 
have long records of keeping their 
contracts, she declared. 

The Secretary of Lakor took is- 
sue with the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration’s idea of collective bar- 
gaining, as reported by the media- 
tion board, but said her views on 
this point were “personal” because 
it would go to the National Labor 
Relations Board for a decision.

Nobody 
was allowed to leave or enter the 
room during the exhibition, and 
the stifling atmosphere tended to 
heighten the strain created by the 
picture. 

As the showing ended, two-thirds 
of the spectators filed out. Their 
demeanor was solemn, and their 
voices hushed. The police officials 
stared straight ahead. 

One woman spectator left the 
room, went to the first-aid station 
in the building, and asked the at- 
tending nurse to “please give me 
something quick before I pass out.” 
She was revived with smelling 
salts. 

The Rev. C. B. Fisk Tells Story.

Held Incommunicado.

Reporter’s *Testimony Contradicts 
That of Police. 

The committee yesterday after- 
noon uncovered a surprise witness 
in the person of Ralph Beck, youth- 
ful reporter for the Chicago Daily 
News, who had been covering the 
strike at the Republic plant for sev- 
eral days, and was in the thick of 
things throughout the killing. 

His description of the outbreak 
of violence, and of the shooting and 
beating of strikers whicn followed, 
contradicted the police version at 
almost every turn. On the other 
hand, his testimony conformed gen- 
erally to the story told by photo- 
graphs and the suppressed news 
reel, and by civilian witnesses. He 
placed responsibility for the trag- 
edy almost entirely on the police. 

In addition, he testified that po- 
lice detailed to strike duty had been 
receiving their meals regularly at 
the plant cafeteria for 10 days be- 
fore Memorial day, and that more 
than 40 of them were armed with 
new ax handles resembling those 
with which non-striking workers 
had been equipped by the manage- 
ment. 


Reporter’s Account. 

Beck, the Daily News reporter, 
said he attended the strikers’ mass 
meeting which preceded the march. 
He heard no exhortations.to vio- 
lence, and said the march was in- 
augurated pursuant to a resolution 
to “establish mass picketing out- 
side the Republic plant.”

|Cancellation of the registration of 
| Walter & Lewis of St. Louis, as 
| dealers and brokers under provi- 
sions of the Illinois Securities Law, 
was announced today by Secretary 
\of State Edward J. Hughes. 

The cancellation followed a hear- 


ing here Monday on charges that 
the firm took “grossly unfair’ ad- 
vantage of its customers, and 
realized “exorbitant” profits in the 
sale and trading of various issues 
'of stocks and bonds. 

Evidence presented and testimony 
heard at the hearing, Hughes’ order 
of cancellation stated, substantiated 
the charges, which were called to 
the attention of the Illinois Securi- 
ties Department by the Better 
Business Bureau of St. Louis. 

The evidence included an _ af- 
fidavit of Carl Viet, a garage me- 
chanic of Litchfield, Ill., that last 
May he had traded shares of Ili- 
nois Power & Light Co. stock which 
had a market value of $1029 to 
Walter & Lewis for certificates of 
the. Midcontinent-Carey Oil Trust 
which had a market value of $638. 
Viet received also $87 in cash, in- 
dicating his loss on the transac- 
tion was $304. 

A copy of the’ affidavit was sent 
by the Secretary of State to Post- 
office Inspector A. F. Burt of St. 
Louis.

The firm Walter & Lewis, oper- 
ated by Harry Walter and Samuel 
Lewis, has an office in the Boat- 
men’s National Bank Building, 
Broadway and Olive street. It was 
organized about a year ago. 

Lewis told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter the firm was retiring from 
the investment business. It was 
not licensed in Missouri. 

The oil certificates in which the 
firm dealt, Lewis said, were pur- 
chased in small lots on the over- 
the-counter market and were not 
generally sold by other dealers.

543. 

Votes Exceed Registration Lists. 

In two precincts, the fourth of 
the Twenty-second Ward and he 
first of the Eighteenth, the official 
returns showed a greater numoper 
of votes cast than the total number 
of registered voters shown by the 
official printed lists.

rates, and directing the docketing 
of the appeal for re-argument in the 
September term of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court en banc, was issued by 
the court today. 

The appeal pending before the 
Supreme Court carries with it 
joint motions by the companies and 
State Insurance Superintendent R. 
Emmet O’Malley asking the Su- 
preme Court to approve the much- 
criticised compromise of the fire in- 
surance rate litigation, which was 
entered into by O’Malley and the 
companies in May, 1935. This pro- 


posal involves dismissal of the ap-. 


peal in the rate case if the court ap- 
proves the compromise. 
Compromise Twice Rejected. 

Approval of the compromise 
agreement twite has been refused 
by State courts, first by the Cole 
County Circuit Court in May, 1935 
end again by the Supreme Court in 
October, 1935, when approval was 
requested by O’Malley and the com- 
panies, 

The Supreme Court gave no rea- 
son for calling for re-argument of 
the first rate appeal, in the brief 
order entered in its minutes today. 
The action would indicate that a 
majority of the judges of the court 
who heard the first argument last 
Jan. 26 had not reached an agree- 
ment as to the disposition to 
made of the case.

The high-strung Weiss, with a 
brilliant par-shattering 33 for the 
first nine holes, turned back 
Westborough’s 16-year-old _ star, 
Gene Fehlig, in a semifinal yester- 
day. Fehlig couldn’t recover on the 
second nine and the score was 4 
and 3. 

Two birdies and a par on the 
first three holes sent Weiss off to 
a three-up lead. Fehlig’s 35-foot 
putt on the fourth green refused to 
drop and hopped over the cup, but 
he won the fifth when Weiss took 
a five—the only time Weiss was 
over par on the first nine. 

Power in the fairway gave Weiss 
his three-up lead again on the sev- 
enth. They stood that way a: the 
turn after each birdied the ninth. 

Another birdié on the tenth and 
Weiss had a four-hole advantage, 
but he lost the next. He won the 
thirteenth, lost the fourteenth, then 
birdied the fifteenth to take the 
hole and match. 

Weiss’ opponent in the quarter- 
finals was Dick Mattis, Forest 
Park, who was beaten, 4 and 3, aft- 
er having carded a 69 the day be- 
fore.

courts in straight sets, 6—3, 6—4, 6—2. 


Later in the day Budge qualified 
for his third Wimbledon final when 
he and Gene Mako of Los Angeles, 
tire Davis Cup combination, spotted 
Von Cram and Heinrich Henkel of 
Germany the first two sets and 
thei defeated them, 4—6, 4—6, 6—2, 
6—4, 6—3, in the men’s doubles 
semifinals. Tomorrow the Ameri- 
cans wil! play the crack British duo 
of George Patrick Hughes and C. 
R. D. Tuckey, who put out Roderich 
Menzel and Ladislaus Hecht, 6—2, 
6—2, 6—4, in the other semifinal. 

Budge and Alice Marble of San 


‘Francisco previously had qualified 


for the mixed doubles final where 
they will meet the French team of 
Yvon Petra and Mme. Simone 
Mathieu. 

The American Davis Cup star’s 
decisive triumph climaxed a bril- 
liant performance by Budge 
throughout the famed Wimbledon 
tournament. Enroute to the title 
relinquished by Fred Perry, now @ 
professional, Budge dropped only 
one set and that to his Davis Cup 
teammate, Frankie Parker of Mil- 
waukee. 

For Von Cramm it was his sec- 
ond successive trouncing in Wim- 
bledon’s final. He lost to Perry 
last year 6—1, 6—1, 6—0 

Budge required only an hour and 
five minutes to annex the title. 
Immediately after the match both 
went to the royal box to be intro- 
duced to Queen Mary. 

Budge powed slightly and 
beamed all over his face as he 
backed out of the box after receiv- 
ing Queen Mary’s congratulations.

Von Cramm started like a house 
afire, going to the net four times 
to break Budge’s opening service 
at 5—3 and then blasted across his 
service at 4—1. Budge failed to re- 
turn three cannonball offerings in 
this game. 

Budge held his own service in 
the third game at 5-3, passing Von 
Cramm cleanly for the deciding 
point with a scorching backhand. 

The match bristled with sharp 
baseline exchanges and sudden 
thrusts at the net for clean place- 
ments. Games followed _ service 
through the next two, Cramm tak- 
ing his at 4-0 and Budge holding 
his at 5-3 after the German had 
two game points. 

Budge applied terrific pressure 
off his backhand to break Von 
Cramm’s next service, 5-3, and 
squared the match at three games 
all after Von Cramm missed an 
easy volley for game point.

This All-Star Uproar. 


ANS, writers and radio broad- 

casters have been sniping at 
Manager Joe McCarthy and Bill 
‘Terry for their choice of players 
on their respective all-star game 
squads. That is natural. No one 
can be expected to name 20 play- 
ers out of 200 and escape criticism 
from friends or followers of the 
other 180. 

The fact that this year the 
selection of rival teams of Na- 
tional and American League 
players was taken away from the 
fans and vested in last year’s 
pennant-winning managers prob- 
ably accounts for some of the 
bonfires that are being built un- 
der Joe and Bill. 

Fans resent the invasion of 
their privilege of previous years, 
according to which ballots of the 
public determined the players, 
not the choice of the managers. 
They figure they could do as well 
as the leaders. 

For our part we believe that 
the managers should have the 
choice and their intimate knowl- 
edge of the immediate condition 
and value of certain players re- 
sults in a more correct judgment 


of playing assets.

Game Without Significance. 


OWEVER, the whole thing is. 

a tempest in a_ teapot be- 
cause the game has no standing 
except as a medium of display of 
the stars of two leagues. It is 
no longer considered a_ test of 
league or team strength and the 


conditions under which the con- 
test is played takes much of its 
importance away. The compul- 
sory use of three or more pitch- 
ers and the replacements of other 
players detracts from the show 
as a contest and reduces it to 
the sphere of exhibitions. 

The players apparently no long- 
er take this game seriously. They 
are for it because it affords them 
a three-day interlude from their 
labors, all major league baseball 
being suspended while the All- 
Star game is being played. 

Probably the players named on 
the team are more bored than 
honored. Because they get no 
vacation and no reward for two 
days of travel and ohe day of 
baseball, whereas all other play- 
ers can kick up their heels on 
vacation for three days. 

The benefit feature is the only 
really laudable feature of the 
All-Star game, the proceeds of 
which go largely to swell the 
fund for down-and-out. baseball 
players. 


The Case of Vaughan. 


HE strongest objection to Ter- 

ry’s National League selec- 
tions heard was the placing of 
Arky Vaughan at third base. 
Arky is a regular shortstop, but 
because of his attacking power he 
was placed at third on Terry’s 
lineup. 

Fans believe that the best man 
playing in each position regular- 
ly, should get the choice. 

“T asked Vaughan if he could 
play third and he told me he was 
as good there as at shortstop, 
That’s why I named him,” Terry 
said.

While the public seems to be 
interested in this game, the event 
is losing its glamour to some ex- 
tent. The belief grows that the 
show is just a parade of cham- 
pions and not a test of league 
strength. Attendances of the fu- 
ture, therefore, should dwindle 
and become merely local. 

This year sees a falling off in 
the number of newspapers send- 
ing staff correspondents to cover 
the contest in Washington, July 7. 
3ut the game still serves the pur- 
pose of affording an agreeable 
breathing space to rest the weary 
baseball marathoners from their 
six months’ grind.

QUOD RAIL PENSIONS 
APPROVED BY BOARD 


Applications Are From Seven 
States in St. Louis 
District. 


Applications for retirement of 
about 5000 veteran railroad em- 
ployes, under the new Government- 
Supervised pension system, have 
been approved here by the St. Louis 


| District office, of the Railroad Re- 


tirement Board, Theodore  L. 
Winthers, director, said today. The 
St. Louis district includes Missouri, 
Illinois, Iowa, Arkansas, Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Nebraska. 

The applications have been re- 
ceived since last August, when the 
district office was established, and 
95 per cent of the applicants are 
65 years of age, or over, while the 
average is about 70, Winthers esti- 
mated. 

The revised cide retirement 
act, which was evolved by railroad 
managements and unions in con- 
ferences arranged at President 
Roosevelt’s suggestion, was signed 
by the President last Thursday. The 
railroads, which fought the 1935 re- 
tirement act in court, have agreed 
not to challenge the revised law. 
It provides for monthly pensions 
ranging as high as $120 a month 
for retired employes, which applies 
to service prior to 1937. For later 
service there is no maximum. 

While figures for the number of 
retiring railroad employes in St. 
Louis and vicinity could not be 
segregated, an officer of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad said 400 ap- 
plications were on hand from the 
entire system, including some from 
employes who no longer worked 
for the road, but whose past em- 
ployment the road is to certify. 

The Missouri-Kansas-Texas Rail- 
road said 60 employes, had retired 
under the 1935 act prior to last 
June 1, 253 were transferred from 
the private pension system of the 
company during June, and that 
an estimated additional 250 were 
eligible for pension under the re- 
vised act. 

There were 250 applications on 
hand from veteran employes of the 
Frisco, an officer of the railroad 
said, and about 40 employes of the 
St. Louis & Southwestern Rajlroad 
here are being transferred from the 
private pension rolls of the Govern- 
ment's rolls. 

An officer at the Wabash Rail- 
road said 100 employes here were 
eligible, and the Illinois Terminal 
Railway announced 50 employes 
had made applications for retire- 
ment. Figures were not available 
at other railroad offices.

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CITY BONDED DEBT UP 
340 PGT. SINCE 1923 


Property Assessment, Basis of 
Retirement Revenue, Ine 
creased Only 3 Pct. 


Bonded indebtedness of the city 
has increased 345 per cent since 
1923, but assessed valuation of gen- 
eral property, the basis of tax rev- 
enue to pay off most of the bonds, 
has shown a net increase of only 
3 per cent in the same time, it was 
related in a study of the bond ac- 
counts issued today by the Govern- 
mental Research Institute. 

A peak increase of 32 per cent in 
the assessed valuation within -this 
period was reached in 1931. | 

The volume of bonds outstanding 
reached the new high level of $87,- 
666,000 in the last fiscal year, the 
Institute pointed out. It was only 
$19,683,000 in 1923, before sales be- 
gan under the big issue voted that 
year. Assessed valuation was $1,- 
003,129,460 in 1923, rose to $1,325,- 
567,437 in 1931 and fell to $1,034,- 
374,690 this year. 

Tax Peak Last Two Years. 

There was an increase in the tax 
rate for municipal debt from 24 
cents on the $100 valuation in 1923 
to the péak of 40 cents last year 
and this year. 

The report traced the city’s bond 
policy during the last four years, 
beginning with the discussions held 


when it was found that interest, 


and principal requirements of out- 
standing bonds exceeded the regu- 
lar income for debt purposes. Bonds 
issued between October, 1934, and 
November, 1936, amounted to $12,- 
350,000, although a citizens’ com- 
mittee had recommended issuance 
of only $3,000,000 in that period. 

As a result, the institute declared, 
the city’s bonded debt was increased 
“beyond the debt limits fixed by the 
investment laws of New York, Mas- 
sachusetts and other Eastern states, 
thus making the city’s bonds unsal- 
able to Eastern banks and trust 
companies for investment pur 
poses.” 

Assets for retirement of bonds 
supported by general taxation to- 
taled $8,239,571 in 1933. Most of 
this was used the following year to 
pay off a 1915 bond issue and the 
assets dropped to $1,854,630 in 1935. 
They rose to $4,096,044 in April, 
1937, but the report placed the prob- 
able remainder of assets next April 


at $2,677,000, because of the excess” 


of requirements over anticipated 
income in the current fiscal year. 

“It is apparent,” the institute 
added, “that, unless receipts from 
present tax sources increase or new 
taxes are imposed, the present cash 
assets of the debt funds will be 
nearly exhausted in 1942.”

Dispatches from Hsinking, capi- 
tal of the Japanese-inspired State 
of Manchoukuo, said three Soviet 
planes flew low over Sennufu 
Island yesterday and continued on 
to an unknown destination. 

Simultaneously, the dispatches 
said, five Soviet gunboats moved 
into Manchoukuoan waters near 
the scene of a dramatic clash be- 
tween Soviet vessels and Japanese 
forces Wednesday. 

Japanese-Manchoukuoan authori- 
ties, determined to protect naviga- 
tion in the Amur River, northeast- 
ern boundary of Siberia and Man- 
choukuo, discussed forceful means 
to cope with the situation. They will 
escort steamers by gunboat if nec- 
essary. 

Anxiety was expressed for the 
Manchoukuoan steamer Hsingkai, 
which sailed from Hulin on the 
Ussuri River toward the Amur on 
the day of the clash.

$1.475.069.67 today the _ deficit of

revenue funds of the State at the 

close of the present biennium. 

The Legislature made total appro- 
priations of $61,810,746.56. Of this 
amount the Governor vetoed out- 
right $563,206.96. He also obtained 
signed agreements from heads of 
departments not to draw ona 
total of $2,053,238.17 without his ap- 
proval, his approval not to be given 
unless the money becomes available 
from larger revenue collections 
than are expected. 

The expected revenue, after one- 
third is deducted for the public 
schools, is $57,720,740.09. Against 
this the Legislature had made ex- 
cess appropriations of more than 
$4,000,000. The Governor cut the 
excess to $1,475,069.67. 

$100,000 Item Killed. 

Among the items vetoed was the 
$100,000 which was surreptitiously 
inserted in one of the appropriation 
bills after adjournment of the 
Legislature, to be used to purchase 
land for the new $800,000 prison 
building to be erected with State 


and Federal funds. 
The Legislative Conference Com- 


mittee had failed to include the 
amount in the bill and the over-

adjournment. The completed bill 
was then mysteriously changed to 
include it, though the legislative 
records showed the bill had been 
passed without the item.

The 
Teachers’ Colleges at Kirksville and 
Maryville. will receive their build- 
ings, but the colleges at Springfield, 
Warrensburg and Cape Girardeau 
will be deprived of buildings for 
which they asked unless revenues 
exceed expectations. 

Of a $238,000 appropriation for 
the general expenses of the office 
of Attorney-General McKittrick, the 
Governor withheld $50,000 and of a

withheld. 

Numerous Small Items. 

The remainder of the amounts 
vetoed or withheld included numer- 
ous small items. Among them was 
$100,000 for the equipment of the 
new cancer hospital. It was ex- 
plained that the Governor was of 
the opinion the building would not 
be completed in time for furnishing 
in the present biennium and the 
/next Legislature could provide 
funds for equipment and furnish- 
ings by the time they would be 
needed.

PARIS, July 2.—French Foreign 
Office sources confirmed reports 
today that France and Great Brit- 
ain had decided to supply arms and 
airplanes freely to the Spanish 
Government unless Germany and 
Italy changed their attitude regard- 
ing non-intervention in Spain. 

Officially calling such action a 
“resumption of normal commercial 
relations,” persons close to Foreign 
Minister Yvon Delbos_ indicated 
that Spanish Foreign Minister Jose 
Giral Pereira had come to Paris to 
make arrangements for delivery of 
war materials if and when such 
action was taken, 

Spanish Government officials de- 
clined to discuss Giral Pereira’s 
visit and also reports that Spanish 
Government Premier Juan Negrin 
was coming to Paris. 

Delbos was reported to have in- 
formed the Chamber of Deputies’ 
Foreign Affairs Committee that 
France and Great Britain might 
override Italian-German objections 
and create an extended Anglo- 
French patrol around Spain. 

France and _ Britain possibly 
would put the proposal to a vote 
of the non-intervention committee 
in London despite Italian-German 
claims of power to veto such a 
scheme. 

Delbos told the Foreign Affairs 
Committee the situation was “very 
serious” but not yet “tragic.” 

Later official spokesmen declared 
France and Britain would not “bar- 
gain” with Germany and Italy and 
that France and Britain would re- 
fuse to recognize the Spanish in- 
surgent generalissimo, Francisco 
Franco, as a belligerent.

ROOSEVELT SPEAKS ON 
U. 5 -CANADIAN AMITY 


Says It Is Based on Desire to 
Maintain Representative 
Government. 


By the Associated F}ress. 

HYDE PARK, N. Y., July 2.— 
President Roosevelt said last night 
that American-Canadian friendship 
was “secure from every hazard of 
destruction or misunderstanding,” 
because it was based on a common 
aspiration to maintain the “demo- 
cratic form of constitutional, repre- 
sentative government.” 

Saluting Canada on its sevene 
tieth anniversary of confederation, 
the President, in a radio address 
from his Hyde Park home referred 
to the “enviable record” of friend- 
ship between the two countries. 

Lord Tweedsmuir, Governor-Gene 
eral of Canada, spoke by radio 
from a cruiser in Quebec harbor. 


Roosevelt’s Address. 

The President’s address follows? 

“On behalf of the Government 
and the people of the United States, 
it gives me sincere gratification to 
extend a word of greeting to our 
Canadian friends and to congratue 
late them on the seventieth anni- 
versary of Canadian confederation. 

“Through the years that have 
elapsed since that memorable July 
1, 1867, we of the United States 
have watched with the keenest and 
most sympathetie interest the splen- 
did progress of the Canadian nation 
which, in ever increasing measure, 
commands our respect and inspires 
our affection. 

“Individually and collectively, we 
pledge you the continuation of our 
warm friendship. I do not know of 
any greater gift in the power of 
nations or of individuals to bestow, 


Basis of Friendship. 

“On this occasion the Canadian 
people will pause to contemplate the 
changes—spiritual and cultural as 
well as material—of the past 70 
years. The field is broad, but in 
whatever direction you may look 
you will find just cause for pride, 
We rejoice with you in your past 
and your present and in the prome- 
ise which the future holds. 

“Ours is an enviable record of 
friendship and amity, as witness an 
unfortified boundary of more than 
5000 miles as the outward and’ 
visible token of mutual confidence 
and good will.

AN AUSPICIOUS BEGINNING. 

We presume the most difficult single task that has 
confronted Gov. Stark since he took office has been 
the appointment of the State Wildlife Conservation 
Commission, authorized by a constitutional amend- 
ment passed last November. Tremendous pressure 
has been put upon him to select men who would 
vitiate the purposes of the amendment and who 
would use the revenues from game and fish licenses 
for political purposes, as they have been used in 
the past. 

In our opinion, the Governor has performed the 
task with great skill. His No. 1 appointee, E. Sydney 
Stephens of Columbia, was also the No. 1 choice of 
the sportsmen and conservationists of Missouri. Mr. 
Stephens directed the campaign for the conservation 
amendment with such brilliance that it received the 
largest majority ever given to an amendment in the 
State’s history. For®*many months, he has given the 
major part of his time and thought to the movement 
for a scientific, rather than a political, approach to 
the wildlife problem. The fine, single-minded zeal 
with which he has fought for this idea is all the 
insurance Missouri needs that he will continue to 
fight for it. The Governor expressed the wish that 
Mr. Stephens be made chairman of the board; it is 
a wish the board, of course, will respect. 

A. P. Greensfelder is a member of the State Plan- 
ning Board and is deeply interested in forest and 
stream conservation. While he has not been prom- 
inently identified as a sportsman, it is also true that 
the conservation amendment is designed to conserve 
and restore all forms of wildlife, not alone those 
types which interest sportsmen. He will bring 
to the commission the broad view of the State plan- 
ner. John F. Case, editor of the Missouri Ruralist 
and widely known farm leader, will be valuable be- 
cause of his connections, for the success of the pro- 
gram depends greatly upon the attitude of the 
farmers. The appointment of Wilbur C. Buford, for- 
mer head of the defunct State Game 4nd Fish Com- 
mission, represents a gesture on the part of the 
Governor to certain political elements. 

While it is not believed the advisory board, by its 
very nature, can be vital to the functioning of the 
commission, the Governor’s selections, for the most 
part, are unexceptionable. 

The first and most important task for -the com- 

mission to perform is the selection of a director, who 
will have active charge of the program and who will, 
in the last analysis, determine its success or failure. 
Not Missouri alone, but the entire country, should 
be combed for a man combining expert knowledge 
with character and executive ability. Let not local 
patriotism influence this selection. It would be 
fine if he could be found in Missouri, but the type 
of man needed is rare and the commission may have 
to go afield for him. Again, let there be no caviling 
if the commission finds it necessary to pay a large 
salary. The man who can do what Missouri needs 
to bring the State’s wildlife back is worth a large 
salary. 
“ Missouri is the first State in the Union to place the 
administration of wildlife in the Constitution, where 
it is free from the meddling of Legislatures. Gov. 
Stark has appointed a good commission. An auspi- 
cious beginning! 
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COME ON, DOROTHY!

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4 WAR CLOUD OVER THE SANDBARS. 

A dispute has arisen over ownership of several so- 
called islands in a remote river—uninhabited sand- 
bars, covered by water a great part of the time. As 
a result, a naval battle has been fought, with loss 
of one ship and several fatalities; government offi- 
cials are issuing stern ultimatums; diplomats are 
burning the midnight oil; troops by the hundreds 
of thousands are being mobilized; another war scare 
adds to the nervous tension of a world that has long 
been fearing and awaiting an explosion. 

That in effect summarizes the latest crisis between 
Japan and the Soviet Union, with the Amur River 
islands on the border of Manchoukuo as its center. 
Japan’s seizure of Manchuria from China created a 
host of problems, not the least of them the constant 
friction with Russia, whose Eastern communications 
are endangered by this expansion. Virtually every 
foot of Manchoukuo’s boundaries is a danger spot. 
There have been many border incidents, including 
even several pitched battles, which would have led to 
open war if a fixed frontier had been affected. 

Behind the specific episode that touched off the 
present crisis lies the bitter rivalry of the two na- 
tions. Japan’s goal is expansion on the mainland, 
and Russia’s determination is not to yield an inch. 
In recent months, Japan had been more conciliatory 
toward Russia, so impressive had been the develop- 
ment of the five-year plan and of the Red army. 
Russia’s army purge and indications of domestic dis- 
sension may now have changed the opinion of the 
Japanese high command. If war is inevitable, these 
leaders may reason, then let it come now, when 
Russia is having trouble at home. 

Second thoughts, however, will probably lead to the 
conclusion that the Russian Bear is still far from in- 
capacitated; that Soviet army planes could make 
swift work of the flimsy wood and paper cities of 
Japan that lie within striking distance from Si- 
beria, while Russia offers few targets for Japanese 
bombers. The fact that no nation today is in a 
state of readiness for war, and the peaceful subsi- 
dence of previous bitter crises on this particular front, 
are other grounds for being hopeful that one more 
war cloud will have blown over within a few days. 
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ORATORS AT GOETTINGEN. 

Those American universities that refused invita- 
tions to send representatives to the bicentennial an- 
niversary fete of Goettingen University, Germany, 
were well advised, it turns out. The celebration has 
been in progress for the last week, and has brought 
out an orgy of marching and military music, heiling 
and Nazi oratory, as far different from Germany’s 
old academic traditions as can be imagined. The 
chief orators were Bernhard Rust, Minister of Educa- 
tion, who spoke six times in four days, and Dr. 
Hans Heyse, a Neo-Pagan, spokesman for the faculty. 

Guests at the ceremonies heard such gems of Nazi 
philosophy as: 

Those nations that prize personal liberty as 
their most valuable possession must today recog- 
nize the end of it must be the most agonizing 
form of dictatorship, a dictatorship of the masses. 

Believe me, behind that word “freedom” de- 
mons lurk. \ 

The next war will be a totaJitarian one, in 
which all the resources and all the aspects of a 
nation’s life must be mobilized. 

The real enemy of scientific progress is the 
church. 


No opportunity was given for delegates to dispute 
these declarations against democracy and independ- 
ent learning; they could do nothing but listen. Only 
seven American institutions were officially repre- 
sented, and only one British. To so low a level has 
Nazi regimentation brought the former scholastic 
supremacy of Germany that foreign schoolmen of 
their own volition now boycott festivities that once 
would have been world occasions. 

MR. COX’S ALARUM. 

Representative Cox of Georgia is sorely, nay, fran- 
tically, alarmed at: the attempts to organize labor in 
the South. What has aroused his particular ire, ap- 
parently, is the willingness of those in charge of the 
movement to enlist Negroes and whites on an equal 
footing in the union. 

Declaring that organizers in the South are preach- 
ing social, political and economic equality to the 
colored population, Mr. Cox declaims that “bloody 
possibilities lie alarmingly near the surface in any 
such situation.” Even the spectacle of civil war 
looms in his forebodings. 

While the C I O in recent months has gone to ex- 
tremes and shown a disturbing irresponsibility, the 
situation is not such as to justify the dire alarm of 
the Georgia Congressman. In any event, reading 
between the lines, Mr. Cox’s perturbation seems fo 
spring not so much from the fact that the Negroes 
are being organized by a particular group as from 
the fact that they are being organized at all. 

Mr. Cox is marshaling the same prejudices and em- 

ploying the same stereotyped phrages that the re- 
actionaries among Southern ete, Bt have used 
from time immemorial to forestall the organization 
of their employes. 
For many years, such employers played the Ne- 
groes off against the whites, with the result that in- 
dustrial labor organization in the South got nowhere. 
Only since Southern labor, white and colored, has 
learned to make common cause has it been able to 
show any progress toward organizing. 


The presence of white workers and Negroes in 
the same union manifestly has nothing to do with 
social equality, and as to economic and _ political 
equality, these are rights supposed to be assured by 
the Constitution. 

Mr. Cox, moreover, does not speak for enlightened 
Southern opinion when he opposes economic equality 
for the Negro.

Why Bilbao Fell 


Fate of Basque capital was decided in London, says writer who witnessed siege; not 
rebels but Non-Intervention Committee did it, he says, by keeping out aid for 
defenders while Franco had unlimited help; Germans in air and Italians on ground 
conquered city, he charges; cites documents and testimony of prisoners as proof.

In Bilbao itself, we felt peculiarly 

helpless. There was the Iron Belt, but 
whether that held, everyone felt, did not 
depend primarily upon the Basque defense, 
but upon the forces that Germany and Italy 
would be allowed to bring to Spain. 

In Bilbao, one could watch day by day the 
strangulation of the Basque Republic, not 
by Gen. Franco’s troops but by the Non- 
Intervention Committee in London. Since 
the sinking of the rebel battleship Espana, 
it would have been quite possible to bring in 
arms from abroad by sea; and, indeed, while 
I was there, a small Spanish Government 
ship did manage to slip through from Va- 
lencia with a cargo of anti-aircraft guns. 
Up to that date, there was for the defense 
of Bilbao one anti-aircraft gun—not one bat- 
tery, just one gun—and even that was quite 
out of date and always breaking down. - 

Five or six modern anti-aircraft guns 
might not have prevented Bilbao being 
bombed, but they would at least have kept 
the rebel planes at a height; they would 
at least have*prevented them from swooping 
down and machine-gunning the civil popu- 
lation, and it was the machine-gunning that 
probably caused the most casualties among 
women and children. When caught by a 
machine-gunning plane, if you keep absolute- 
ly still—hiding, if possible, in the shadow— 
you will almost certainly escape. But to 
teach this to old’ peasant women and chil- 
dren is difficult.

“My orders,” a captured German pilot told 
me, “were to machine-gun anything mov- 
ing.” The few foreign anti-aircraft guns 
which would at least have saved us from 
machine-gunning were kept out, not by 
Franco’s fleet, but by the Non-Intervention 
Committee in London. 

Better, of course, than anti-aircraft guns 
would have been chaser planes. The diffi- 
culty here was that, though bombers could 
fly to Bilbao from Government territory, it 
was almost too far for chasers. As soon as 
they came down, they had to refuel, and 
without anti-aircraft guns, there was no way 
of protecting them on the ground. Despite 
all this, some planes did arrive from Va- 
lencia, and more could have been got, except 
that, from the military point of view, it was 
useless to dispatch planes unless a force of 
proportions similar to the rebel fleet could 
be sent at one time. 

It was just this that could not be done. 
The rebels had unlimited numbers. At first, 
we would not believe that there could be so 
many. When, toward the end of May, a 
prisoner told us that he himself had counted 
144 chasers and bombers at Vittoria air- 
port, no one believed him. Government in- 
formation was that when the control system 
was imposed, the rebel air force, though 
large, was not anything like large enough 
to allow this huge concentration at.one air- 
drome. Now, after having witnessed the last 
raids on Bilbao, I think that probably the 
prisoner was right. The Iron Line was lost 
because the control system, while denying 
a single foreign anti-aircraft gun to Bilbao, 
let slip through from Germany literally hun- 
dreds of planes.

Ill. Significantly, the first of these planes 
appeared a few days after the imposition 
of the control system. At the time of the 
bombing of Guernica, at the end of April, 
they were still comparatively rare, and 
though both the Mayor of the town and the 
parish priest to whom I spoke picked out 
at once the picture of a Heinkel III as hav- 
ing taken part, it seems that the main bomb- 
ing was done by Junkers 52. 

I saw, myself, the charred fragments of a 
log found in the wreckage of one of those 
“April 6,” it reads, “Berlin-Rom, 
April 7, Rom-Sevilla.” I saw a passport 
found in the same plane. It had been issued 
in Berlin to one Hans Sabotka, described as 
a German subject and a “Captain.” Issued 
April 5, it bears the stamp of the Rome air- 
port, dated April 6. 

The reinforcement of these planes appears 
from all evidence to have been continuous. 
I asked another German pilot, whose diary 
showed he left Berlin for Spain by air on 
April 23, in what plane he had traveled. 
“That,” he replied, “is a military secret 
which I cannot disclose.” .

No doubt, if the Basques had been able to 
bring down more planes, further evidence 
would have been forthcoming. It is a meas- 
ure of the German disregard for the Non- 
Intervention Committee that they allowed 
their planes to fly in Spain with such doc- 
uments aboard. 

In the air, the Basques faced the German 
air force; on the ground, Italian conscripts. 
A few days before the final attack, one of 
them who had strayed out of the lines was 
brought in as a prisoner. He was a little 
confused at finding himself in Spain at all, 
having volunteered as a laborer in Abys- 
sinia. He was, it appeared, a cook in one 
of the battalions of the celebrated “Black 
Arrows,” the so-called mixed brigades of 
Italian and Spanish volunteers. His culinary 
practice provided an interesting commentary 
on the proportion of Spaniards present. The 
whole battalion was fed on macaroni. He 
had come, of course—one had grown to ex- 
pect it—after the ban on volunteers. “In 
my boat,” he said, “there were 1200 of us.” 

Last Saturday, I stood outside the Presi- 
dencia in Bilbao watching squadron after 
squadron of German aircraft wheeling over 
the city. Above the noise of the planes one 
could hear the continuous rattle of their 
machine guns. Every now and then there 
would be a whistle a little like a ship siren, 
but not so loud, and immediately after, a 
great mushroom of earth, timber, bits of 
walls and bits of people would go up in 
the air, They were firing 12-inch naval ar- 
mor-piercing shells into the town. A 12-inch 
gun alone weighs 60 tons. Each projectile 
weighs six hundredweight. Their sudden 
appearance after three months of non-in- 
tervention control was the final irony.

FOR ATLANTIC SERVICE 


One Craft to Leave New York 
Tomorrow: Other Starts 
From London.

NEW YORK, July 2. -— Pan- 
American Airways prepared a fly- 
ing boat today for an experimental 
flight to London as the forerunner 
of regular passenger service across 
the Atlantic. 

The flight will start tomorrow 
morning from Port Washington, 
Long Island, simultaneously with 
the beginning of a westward trip 
flying 
boat of Imperial Airways. 

The companies are working to- 
gether to obtain data on _ radio, 
weather, and navigation conditions. 

The American ship will fly 1072 
miles direct to Botwood Harbor, 
Newfoundland, where the’ British 
Government has authorized the con- 
struction of a $3,500,000 air base. 
The plane will remain there over 
Sunday, then go 1995 miles to alight 
on the River Shannon at Foynes, 
County Limerick, Irish Free State. 
There it will stay at least another 
day before continuing on the 351 
miles to Southampton, the seaplane 
base for the port of London. 

The American and British ships 
are scheduled to pass each other 
over the Atlantic between New- 
foundland and Ireland. 

In command of the Pan-American 
clipper, a four-engined Sikorsky, 
is Capt. Harold E. Gray, one of the 
five transport pilots in the world 
to hold the _ rating “master of 
ocean flying boats.” He has flown 
about 750,000 miles in such craft, 
mainly in Pan-America’s ‘ services 
across the Pacific, the Caribbean, 
and in the South Atlantic. 
command a crew of six. 

The British boat is the Caledonia, 
commanded by Capt. A. S. Wilcock- 
son, a veteran of the Royal Air 
Force. Four other men are in the 
British crew. Neither passengers 
nor mail will be carried by either 
ship.

U.S. TAX RECEIPTS TOP 
PRESIDENT'S ESTIMATE 


| $69,000,000 More Than Ex- 


pected; Net Deficit for Year 
Is $2,707,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 2. — The 
Treasury reported today that tax 
collections topped President Roose- 
velt’s revised estimates by $69,000,- 
000 during the fiscal year ended 
Wednesday midnight. Federal 
spendiing exceeded his forecast by 
$221,000,000. 

Government receipts for the year 
were reported at $5,293,840,236, com- 
pared with $4,115,956,615 in the 
previous year. : 

Expenditures declined, standing 
at $8,105,158,547, compared with 
$8,879,798,257 in the previous year. 

Income taxes, the Government’s 
chief revenue producer, put $2,157,- 
526,981 in the Treasury during the 
1937 fiscal period just ended, or 
$52,000,000 more than Mr. Roose- 
velt’s forecast last April. 

As of June 30, the public debt 
totaled $36,424,613,723, compared 
with $33,778,543,493 on June 30, 
1936. 

Last year’s net deficit, excluding 
$103,000,000 for debt retirement, Was 
$2,707,347,110, compared with a re- 
vised estimate of $2,557,000,000 and 
a deficit last year of $4,360,601,492.

Germany and Italy already have 
quit the naval patrol of Spain be- 
cause, they said, the Spanish Gov- 
ernment was using their neutrality 
ships for “Red target practice.”

The 
Soviet Ambassador called the Ital- 
ian-German plan “destructive.” 
The subcommittee will meet 
again next week, then Lord Ply- 
mouth, the British chairman, will 
call the full non-intervention com- 
mittee into session. 


Text of Counter-Proposal. 


The Italian-German counter-pro- 
posal said: 

“The two Governments are con- 
scious of the real difficulties of the 
situation and think that all the 
more their duty to all is to seek 
new ways and methods to make 
non-intervention as effective as pos- 
sible.” 

The two powers then proposed 
that “all interested powers agree ta 
grant to the two parties in Spain 
belligerent rights.” 

Several arguments were presented 
in behalf of the suggestion. 

Germany and Italy declared that 
“the patrol system by four powers 
has utterly failed” and that the 
two combatants in Spain, with their 
own ships and acting with belliger- 
ent rights, could establish “an ef- 
fective form of patrol.” 

They pointed out that by receiv- 
ing a status under international 
rules of war the warring sides 
would “assume toward neutral 
states full responsibility for the 
conduct of warfare in the air, on 
land and on the sea.” 


Issue of Land Patrol. 


| It was understood the Italians 
|and the Germans advocated main- 
tenance of an international land 
patrol of Spain. They are par- 
ticularly desirous that there be con- 
trol of any arms shipments to the 
Spanish Government across. the 
French frontier. France and Brit- 
ain, in turn, insisted that a naval 
patrol of Spain's coasts also remain 
an integral part of any non-inter- 
vention scheme. 

This brought no agreement from 
the Fascist and Nazi representa- 
tives, although they said they would 
consent to maintenance of inter- 
national supervision of shipments 
at Iberian ports and the embarka- 
tion of neutral observers on mer- 
chant ships bound for Spain. 

(If belligerent rights were 
granted in the Spanish war, the two 
sides would acquire, for the pur- 
poses of hostilities, the rights and 
obligations of independent § states. 
Now most nations, with the 
notable exception of Italy and Ger- 
many, technically regard the in- 
surgents as a group of rebellious 
subjects of the Spanish Govern- 
ment. Belligerents have the right 
to halt and search neutral mer- 
chantmen, but revolutionary forces 
do not.)

| HEARD an eminent specialist 


[say the other day that 82 _ per 
/“ cent of cancers of the larynx and 
| vocal cords could be cured but, as 
a matter of _ 10 per cent of 
them are cured. This means only 
one thing—that they are not ob- 
tained early enough. In the case 
of the larynx it will not do to wait 
until the patient is suffering pain 
on swallowing, extreme loss of 
weight and emaciation, as well as 
loss of voice. The diagnosis must 
be suspected in any middle-aged 
person who develops intractible 
hoarseness. The reason that pa- 
tients wait so long on these condi- 
tions is that they cannot see the 
| larynx. 

There is no excuse, however, for 
this on the skin, and as a matter 
of fact, it is in the skin that our 
best results on the prevention and 
treatment of cancer have occurred. 
Not only can we see the lesion de- 
veloping; we can see it in _ its 
earliest stages, and it is exposed to 
proper intensive treatment. 


The best time to treat skin can- 
cer is before they become cancer- 
ous. The term “pre-cancerous” is 
attached to a group of skin mani- 
festations which if followed to the 
end of their development may re- 
sult in malignant degeneration of 
the skin. These occur especially in 
middle-aged or elderly people, and 
especially those with a dry skin 
which has a tendency to wrinkling, 
although nobody is exempt. 


The most frequent of these pre- 
cancerous skin changes is a so- 
called’ keratosis. Keratin is the 
substance which produces the 
horny layer of the skin, and when 
these dry, scaly, rough, hard, ele- 
vated patches, with ill defined bor- 
ders, occur, they should be treated 
either by radium or by some form 
of electric dessication. Any of 
these scaly spots which begin to 
act inflamed and bleed _ easily 
should certainly de immediately 
treated. 

Another form of surface change 
that should be regarded with sus- 
picion is leukoplakia. This consists 
in irregularly shaped white or 
milky patches or streaks, frequently 


and on the tongue. 
velop 4 considerable thickening and 
fissures. Irritation of long stand- 
ing is the usual cause assigned to 
'such changes. The use of tobacco 
‘and alcohol, digestive disturbances, 
‘decay of the teeth and pyorrhea 
have all been indicated as contribu- 
tory causes. 

The blue or black . slate mole, 
which as a rule is non-hairy, is 
one that also is better off than on. 

In treatment of these early skin 
lesions, as well as in actual malig- 
nant degeneration itself, there are 
only four methods of 
which are of any value—radium, 
X-ray, surgery and electro-coagu- 
lation. Most specialists agee today 
that radium with X-ray is the best 
from every standpoint, but the 
proper form of treatment will de- 
pend upon the physician's 
iment.
